his foreign policy views—followed | 
former Republican President Her- 
_ bert Hoover’s demand Dec. 20 that | 
the United States withdraw from 
Europe and Asia and make our 
oceans the frontiers of an Ameri- 
can Gibraltar. 

Dulles — as foreign policy ad- 


viser to the State Department—_| 


holds a higher rank in President | 

Truman’s Democratic Administra- 

tion than any other Republican. 
Takes Issue With Hoover. 

Though Dulles sought to dis- 
claim in advance that his speech 
was a “reply” to former President 
Herbert Hoover, he nevertheless | 
took sharp issue with Hoover's 
theme that this nation should 
concentrate on creating a hem- | 
ispheric bastion. 

To Hoover’s proposals, made in 
a speech Dec. 20, that Europe's 
defense rests with continental na- 
tions, Dulles replied: “A United 
States which could be an inactive 
spectator while the barbarians 
overran and desecrated the cradle 
of our Christian civilization would 
not be the kind of a United States 
which could defend itself.” 

Dulles, who didn’t use Hoover’s 
name in his speech, pointedly ac- 
knowledged that it was possible 
to plan what appeared to be “an 
impregnable defense” behind a 
“china wall, a Maginot Line, a 
Rock of Gibraltar, an Atlantic 
and Pacific moat.” 

‘Seeds of Collapse.’ 

“But the mood that plans such 
a defense,” he added, “carries 
within itself the seeds of its own 
collapse. A defense that accepts 
encirclement quickly decomposes. 
That has been proved a thousand 
times.” 

Dulles’s speech was made at a 
meeting here of the American 
Association for the United Nations 
and was broadcast nationally. 

G.O.P. National Chairman Guy 
Gabrielson said Dulles did not 
consult Republican leaders on the 
speech and that Dulles was speak- 
ing — for himself and not for 
the party. 
Dulles admitted that not every 
free country on the rim of So- 
viet power can be made safe 
against possible Russian assault. 

“To attempt this would be to 
have strength nowhere and bank- 
ruptcy everywhere,” he said. 

Opposes Abandonment. 

“That, however, does not mean 
that we should abandon the whole 
idea of collective security and 
build our own defense area with 
the help of such other countries 
as we might pick because of their 
capacity to be useful to us.” 

Loud applause interrupted 
Dulles when he altered his pre- 
pared text to say: 

“The whole world can be con- 
fident that the United States will 
not at a moment of supreme

28 HOLIDAY DEATHS 
IN TRAFFIC PUSH 1950 
TOTAL NEAR 35,000 


CHICAGO, Dec. 30 (AP)—New 
Year’s holiday violent deaths 
mounted steadily today, pushing 
the 1950 traffic toll toward an | 
estimated 35,000 lives. 

Traffic accidents have killed 28 | 
persons since the start of the 
holiday at 6 p.m. (local time) Fri- 
day. Five more have died in mis- 
cellaneous accidents. Missouri and 
Illinois each reported two traffic 
fatalities. 

The National Safety Council 
has estimated 330 persons will 
lose their lives in traffic mishaps 
during the long holiday week- 
end, which closes at midnight, 
Monday. 

The 31,230 killed in the first 
11 months this. year was only

in 1949 and compared to the 32.-

A KILLED, 14 HURT WHEN PLANE 
CRASHES ON AUSTRALIA BEACH 


BRISBANE, Australia, Dec. 30 
(UP)— Four persons were killed 
and 14 injured today when an 
Australian Air Force training 
plane patrolling for sharks 
crashed on a beach crowded with 
summer vacationists. 

The plane was patrolling 
beaches 60 miles north of Bris- 
bane. Circling the main beach 
at Maroochydore, it. suddenly 
veered low and its wingtip hit 
the sand in front of a life saver’s 
clubhouse. 

Hundreds who had been waving 
to the plane threw themselves on 
the sand to escape burning oil 
and flying wreckage. The dead 
included a 12-year-old boy, a 3- 
year-old girl and the pilot of the 
plane.

The executive committee of the

The new transit passes would 
be sold by the operators during 
the arbitration period, provided 
the company agreed to pay the 
extra compensation “without any 
strings attached.”

He added 
that in that stage of his career 
he was also a county constable at 
$7500 a year and made from 
$5000 to $10,000 a year from his 
fishing business. Asked why he 
had not listed all his holdings 
when qualifying for his sheriff's 
bond, Culbreath replied, “We all 
have secrets.” 

Paul Giglia, a bolita peddler, 
told the coimmittee he carried a 
$500 campaign contribution to 
Sheriff Culbreath for Jimmy 
Velasco, one of the kingpins in 
the numbers racket, who was 
murdered a year ago. The witness 
testified he handed the money to 
the sheriff, who said: ‘Thanks, 
it comes in handy.” Giglia said the 
contribution was from the “bolita 
pot.” 

Giglia testified that on another 
occasion Velasco handed him 
$1000 in $100 and $20 bills with 
instruction to “take the rent to 
the old man.” Asked by a com- 
mittee attorney who the “old 
man” was, Giglia replied, “Sheriff 
Culbreath.” 


Explains Murder. 

Asked if he“knew why Velasco 
was killed, the witness said Velas- 
co had gotten “too big and too 
popular in high places, he con- 
trolled too much.” The witness 
added that Tampa bolita operators 
held periodic meetings in New Or- 
leans, and “someone in Tampa 
usually got bumped off after a 
meeting.” 

Air Force Lt. Charles Marvin, 
former member of the Tampa po- 
lice vice squad, named policemen, 
politicians and gamblers who, he 
said, were deeply involved in offi- 
cial corruption. Marvin, dismissed 
from the department last October 
for “getting out of line with police 
policy,” named the officer who, he 
said, boasted of “cleaning up 
$250,000” in less than a year on 
the vice squad. 


Marvin said the vice squad man 
told of having “$90,000 tied up in 
bolita,” and asked him to “go easy 
on the bolita operators until I get 
my money back.” 

The witness said his superiors 
in the department also made re- 
quests to “go easy” on certain 
bolita gamblers. He told the 
committee of the existence of a 
list of 1500 bolita peddlers, used 
by police to determine which 
operators were to be harassed and 
which were to be left alone. Lt. 
Marvin said there, was continual 
conflict between Sheriff Culbreath 
and former Chief of Police J. L. 
Eddings over the control of bolita 
Tampa and Hillsborough coun-

It was the bluntest charge | 
yet made by a high American | 
official of Chinese Red complicity | 


Government within the past week. 

Took Part in Preparations. 

“The Chinese Communists took 
part in the preparations for the 
treafherous North Korean assault 
long before it was actually 
launched,” Rusk said. “A large 
portion of the North Korean 
forces that drove across. the 
thirty-eighth parallel last June 
had come from China.’. . . We 
also know now that considerable 
Soviet military equipment for the 
North Korean forces was shipped 
through Manchuria, with the 
heaviest shipments, including air- 
craft, taking place in April and 
May of this year prior to’ the 
aggression.” 

As all American officials have 
done consistently, Rusk drew a 
distinction between the Chinese 
people, for whom the United 
States has a long tradition of 
friendliness, and their Communist 
rulers who are under the thumb 
of Soviet Russia. He said: 

“We believe that surrender to 
Chinese Communist terrorization 
would speedily be followed by fur- 
ther Chinese Communist encroach- 
ment, directly or indirectly, on 
the other nations on its borders.” 

Light on MacArthur Statement. 

Rusk’s blunt statements cast 
some light on phrases of the 
Christmas day communique by 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. Mac- 
Arthur declared that the United 
Nations fight against the Chinese 
Communist and North Korea 
thrust which started Thanksgiving 
weekend “exposed before it was 
too late secret political and mili- 
tary decisions of enormous scope 
and threw off balance enemy 
preparations aimed at surrepti- 
tiously massing power capable of 
destroying our forces with one 
mighty extended blow.” 

“The tendency to excuse the 
conduct of Peiping reflects the 
success of Communist propaganda 
in playing upon the hopes of 
peaceful men,” Rusk said. “It is 
an old technique—but one which 
fails because the action of the ag- 
gressor is more convincing than 
his lies. For it is now unmis- 
takable to anyone that, while the 
acts staged by Peiping are Chi- 
nese, the puppet master is Soviet.” 

The Rusk statement was even 
more significant coming on the 
heels of the American aide 
memoire handed Russia yester- 
day, declaring that the United 
States would not permit the 
Kremlin to veto a peace treaty

NPA TO BAR USE 
OF COPPER IN 300 
CVILIAN ITEMS 


Order Effective March 1 
— Lists Pots, 
Building Hardware, 


Pans, 


Furniture, Jewelry. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
The Government today prohibited 
non-essential use of copper in 
more than 300 civilian products, 
effective March 1. 


The barred uses range from 

pots and pans, building hardware, 
furniture and electrical appli- 
ances, to. jewelry, toys, cocktail 
shakers and paper clips. 
The order was issued by the 
National Production Authority to 
conserve copper for “defense and 
defense supporting needs,” said 
William H. Harrison, the NPA 
administrator. 

Radio and television sets were 
not mentioned specifically, but 
NPA officials said they are af- 
fected by a clause which general- 
ly forbids the use of any copper 
for decoration and bars the use 
of any quantity greater than is 
needed for strictly functional pur- 
poses. This clause applies to in- 
dustrial machinery as well as 
household items. 

NPA declined to estimate how 
much copper would be saved. A 
spokesman said estimates have 
varied so widely, both within the 
agency and in industry, that any 
figure would be guesswork. 
Today’s order followed one yes- 
terday in which NPA ordered 
rigid control over use of the war- 
vital metal cobalt. It cut civilian 
use in January to one third of the 
amount consumed in January 
1950. Beginning Feb. 1, every 
purchase of more than 25 pounds 
will require approval of NPA. 


Yesterday’s order was regarded 
as hitting radio and television 
manufacturers extremely hard. 

Uses of Cobalt in Industries. 

Cobalt, little known by the pub- 
lice, is precious to many indus- 
tries—as a steel alloy for cutting

PLANE DOWNED IN 
FARE DOGFIGHT 


U.N. Land Forces Await 
Start of Communist 
Push—Sporadic Fight- 
ing Reported in Many 
Sectors. 


By OLEN CLEMENTS 
TOKYO, Dec. 30 (AP)—Swift 
F-86 Saber jets and Russian-built 
MIG-15 jet planes fought the 
biggest air battle of the Korean 
war late today near the Man- 
churian border. 

Forty MIGs swooshed out of 
the Manchurian skies and tangled 
with 15 American Sabers in a 
dogfight of dazzling speeds. Two 
MIGs were damaged. All the 
American planes returned safe to 
their base. 

MIG Downed in Earlier Clash. 
In an earlier, smaller jet fight 
Saturday, American Sabers shot 
down one MIG and damaged 
another near Sinuiju in northeast 
Korea. 

The American pilots said they 
saw one MIG plunge into the 
earth in flames from 1500 feet. 
They said the other was on its 
back, streaming smoke in a down- 
ward plunge at low altitude. 

On the ground, two Communist 
forces swung 12 to 13 miles deep 
into South Korea on the United 
States Eighth Army’s icy eastern 
flank. 

An Eighth Army spokesman 
said United Nations defenders 
were “in contact” with the larger 
force of 5000 Reds. It was operat- 
ing in the hill country 32 miles 
inland from the Sea of Japan. 

The smaller Communist force 
of 2000 troops was-only 10 miles 
inland from the east coast. 

However, Eighth Army forces 
til held Inje, four miles north 
of the thirty-eighth parallel and 
25 miles in from the east coast; 
and Taegok, one mile north of the 
parallel and 42 miles northeast 
of Seoul, an Eighth Army spokes- 
man disclosed. 

There was no indication from 
Army headquarters that a battle 
had begun. 

Few Details on Dostight. 

Details on the war’s biggest air 
battle were sketchy. The Air 
Force said the fight began at 
3:15 p.m. (12:15 a.m. St. Louis 
time). 

The MIGs with their swept- 

back wings and the sleek Sabers 
fought from 25,000 feet down to 
3000 feet. 
The Communist air force has 
shown increasing willingness to 
fight, as its ground forces of 
Korean and Chinese Reds massed 
along the thirty-eighth parallel 
for the second invasion of South 
Korea. Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
has predicted the invasion will 
start rolling between Jan. 1 and 
10 


Slow-moving Chinese Red artil- 
lery appeared on the western 
flank of the Allied line. Fifth 
Air Force planes spotted concen- 
trations of Red field artillery in 
the Kaesong and Yonchon area, 
This is where the Communist at- 
tack is expected to hit. 
MacArthur’s war summary said 
U.N. troops engaged Red patrols 
in sporadic action. Communist 
pressure forced Allied troops to 
pull back on the eastern flank. 
The top commander reported a 
thickening of enemy forces on the 
western flank. 

Allied troops made minor gains 
in the Chogyo-Oron sector of the 
east-central front. 

But on the eastern front the 
southward - driving Reds had 
scored gains of seven and a half 
miles as early as Thursday. 

Red Infiltration. 
Correspondent V’illiam Barnard 
reported from Eighth Army head- 
quarters there was evidence of 
Communist infiltration of Allied 
troops and cutting of U.N. supply 
routes in the fluid eastern sector. 
He also said the Reds appeared 
to be pouring more troops into 
the area. One U.N. division re- 
ported four enemy regiments in 
its sector. 

U.N. elements gained from 1000 
to 1500 yards in a light engage- 
ment 20 miles northeast of Chun- 
chon. See-saw fights have flared 
in this area the past few days. 
Chunchon is 45 air miles north- 
east of Seoul.

The bulk of this equipment, 
478,000 tons, was shipped to west- 
ern Europe.

‘17 KILLED IN PLANE CRASH;

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 30 (AP)

‘MIRACULOUS’ RISE 
IN GERMAN INDUSTRY 
OUTPUT REPORTED 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Dec. 
30 (UP) — Western Germany 
achieved a “miraculous” rise in 
industrial production during 1950 
which makes it possible for it to 
become a major contributor to 
the western rearmament effort, 
Allied economic experts said 
today. 

Jean Cattier, United States 
Marshall Plan chief for Germany, 
said in a report that industrial 
production jumped more than 40 
per cent during the year. 

In addition, he said, there was 
a tremendous rise in German ex- 
ports and a substantial increase 
in living standards which have 
helped to strengthen the coun- 
try’s economic life. 

Strategists insist that the steel, 
machine tools and chemicals 
pouring off West German assem- 
bly lines may be even more de- 
cisive than German soldiers in a 
final showdown with Russia. 
Cattier said the “relief phase” of 
Marshall Plan aid to Germany 
had been completed. 

Some of the biggest production 
increases have occurred in the

CLEVELAND, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
The 80,000 members of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers 
today asked for improvements in

unions. 

For two days, 125 general 
chairmen of the brotherhood dis- 
cussed the settlement plan an- 
nounced from.the White House 
Dec. 21. 

Then last night, James P. 
Shields, grand chief engineer, 
said he and his negotiating com- 
mittee had been instructed to “go 
back to Washington to negotiate 
the terms of that memorandum 
into a more favorable settle- 
ment.” 

Shields declined to say what 
changes the BLE seeks in the 
plan, which provides wage in- 
creases for approximately 300,000 
engineers, firemen, trainmen and 
conductors. 

Dissatisfied With Increase. 

Before the meeting, however, 
he expressed dissatisfaction with 
the size of the wage boosts and 
with the three-year moratorium 
on future general increases. 

The National Mediation Board 
indicated in Washington it would 
not act on the engineers’ move 
until the other unions coneerned 
vote on the peace proposal. 

General chairmen of the fire- 
men and of the trainmen meet 
here next Thursday. The Order 
of Railway Conductors’ general 
chairmen meet in St. Louis Jan. 7. 

If the settlement is approved 
by these three unions, a special 
board might be set up under the 
Railway Labor Act to consider 
the particular problems of the 
engineers. 

The trainmen, in their weekly 
publication, already have indi- 
cated editorially they ‘will prob- 
ably approve” the pact “with 
some modification” as “the best 
deal possible under the most im- 
possible circumstances.”

University microbiologist, agreed 
in superior court yesterday that 
a former student, now a profes- 
sor at Brooklyn College, shared 
in the discovery of the antibiotic 
drug, streptomycin, and said he 
would share in the royalties. 

As part of a settlement of the 
suit brought against Dr. Waks- 
man by Dr. Albert Schatz of 
Brooklyn, Dr. Schatz will receive 
3 per cent of net royalties on the 
drug and $125,000 for relinquish- 
ing foreign rights. 

Dr. Schatz agreed to retract 


charges made in his complaint 
March 10 that Dr. Waksman had 
used “fraud and duress” to in- 
duce his student to assign his 
®atent rights to the Rutgers Re- 
search and Endownment Founda- 
tion. Dr. Schatz’s name appeared 
on the original patent application 
in 1945. 

Dr. Waksman and the founda- 
tion, an incorporated organization 
not directly connected with Rut- 
gers University, agreed to pay 25

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MICKEY OWEN’S 
COURT AWARD FROM 
MEXICAN REVERSED 


A $51,428 breach of contract 
judgment obtained last year by 
Arnold (Mickey) Owen, former St. 
Louis Cardinal catcher, against

Kefauver Favors U.S. Agency ° 


To Throttle Crime Syndicates 


Says It Should Be in Executive, Not Legisla- 
tive, Branch — Details Job 
for Congress. 
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By a Washington Co ndent

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—Chair- 
man Estes Kefauver of the Senate 
Crime Investigation Committee 
said last night he would like to 


see set up in the executive—not 
the legislative—branch of the 
Government an organization de- 
voted to keeping an eye on inter- 
state crime syndicates. 


Addressing the annual conven- 
tion here of the American Po- 
litical Science Association, Ke- 
fauver (Dem.), Tennessee, said a 
continuing legislative committee 
might be helpful in curbing inter- 
state criminal operations, but 
added that the Congress ought 
not to become a “police force.” 

He enumerated some of the 
things he thought Congress might 
do to cut the problem of inter- 
state crime down to proportions 
that could be handled by local 
authorities—so that communities 
could “clean up their own back 
yards.” 

Praises Post-Dispatch Reporter. 

But the final answer to dealing 
with crime syndicates, he said, 
was the power of public opinion. 
In this connection he mentioned 
that the committee had been 
helped “tremendously” by the 
crime reporters of certain news- 
papers. He singled out for special 
mention Theodore C. Link of the 
Post-Dispatch and Edwin A. 
Lahey of the Chico } 

The public response to the in- 
vestigations his committee had 
been conducting, Kefauver said, 
has been inspiring, and beyond 
what he had expected. He reject- 
ed the idea that the FBI or any 
Senate committee should be called 
on to suppress gambling syndi- 
cates. 

First among things Congress 
might do, he mentioned a law al- 
ready passed, to prohibit inter- 
state shipment of gambling de- 
vices, mostly slot machines. 

“There ought to be some effort 


becoming the arterial system of 
professional gamblers,” Kefauver 
added. A delay of only a few min- 
utes in transmitting racing odds 
and results would be very help- 
ful, but this is a knotty problem 
because it involves a question of 
interfering with the constitutional 
guarantee of free press.

‘We could do something about 
mailing privileges, used extensive- 
ly by gamblers,” he added, men- 
tioning that use of the mails is 
already denied to lotteries.

“A racketeeer may make 
$100,000 a year,” he said, “and 
report as income only $10,000. 
Some we have investigated have 
admitted keeping as much as

most of them through the New 
York Stock Exchange, and I am 
sorry to say that even in our 
final report we can’t make this 
public in detail because they in- 
vest’ in legitimate enterprises. 
While they have some influence 
in operation of these enterprises, 
the companies themselves are run 
by honest men. 

“But we could require the 
racketeers to file annual finan- 
cial statements and make them 
keep books, just as corporations 
must do.” 

It was the impact of racketeers 
on the economy of the country 
generally that seemed to impress 
Kefauver greatly. Their “take” 
had been variously estimated by 
different crime commissions at 
something between 15 and 17 bil- 
lion dollars a year, mostly from 
the people who could least afford 
to squander their money, Kefau- 
ver said.

He’s Confused 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
: “According 
who would 
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Titoism in China? 

When the Chinese delegates appeared at U.N. 
they parroted the Vishinsky line so perfectly 
that it was easy to regard them as willing tools 
of the Kremlin in Asia. In taking over the 
chores of Korean aggression which Russia had 
inspired and sought. to protect, the Chinese 
seemed to be working hand in glove with 
Moscow. ' 

Some evidence to suggest a revision Of this 
view is now turning up. Members of the United 
Nations commission in Korea found signs, ac- 
cording to a New York Times dispatch from 
Tokyo, that a split in the hierarchy of interna- 
tional Communism may have preceded the Chi- 
nese intervention. 

According to these sources, the Chinese had 
always been uneasy over the growth of Russian 
influence in North Korea. China-trained Ko- 
reans had been muscled out of power and sup- 
planted by Reds with stronger Moscow connec- 
tions. When the North Koreans attacked last 
June, Russian advisers were in control of policy, 
and as the attack rolled down the peninsula the 
Russians were riding high toward a dramatic 
assertion of Soviet influence in Asia. 

Then the attack failed and, under United Na- 
tions counter-blows, collapsed. The Chinese 
leaped into the breech, so the theory goes, not 
only to combat the West but to edge out the 
Russians and assert their own leadership in 
Asia. Since their intervention, Peiping-oriented 
Communists have taken over key positions in 
the North Korean party, and little is heard of 
such Moscow puppets as Premier Kim II] Sung. 

Members of the U.N. commission are said’ to 
believe that this interpretation helps to explain 
the great puzzle of why the Chinese did not 
intervene last summer, when a relatively small 
effort might have pushed U.N. troops off the 
peninsula. The theory is that they had no in- 
terest in saving Korea for the Russians. 

Without more evidence, one must treat the 
theory with reserve. It is noteworthy, however, 
that Communist leaders in Yugoslavia believe 
it. They are analyzing events in Korea as the 
expression of latent conflicts between Chinese 
and Russian Communism. As the Yugoslavs 
know very well, ideological affinity does not by 
any means carry with it identity of national 
interest. In their own case national interest 
prevailed so far as to cause an open break with 
the Red front. 

Historically, there is good ground for a simi- 
lar development in China. Mao Tse-tung built 
his revolution very largely on his own. He has 
so far rejected the Soviet pattern of collectivized 
agriculture, and insisted upon basing the move- 
ment on peasant land ownership rather than on 
urban proletarianism. Chinese and Russian na- 
tional interests inevitably conflict in Manchuria 
and in Asia generally. ; 

For all these reasons, Chinese Titoism is a 
possibility, though not yet a reality. An aggres- 
sive China, of course, is no more palatable to 
the free world than an aggressive Russia. But 
it would be a mistake to assume that Moscow 
and Peiping are wed by indissoluble bonds. The 
free world should be prepared to exploit the 
potential split between them at every 
opportunity. 
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Sound Choice for the Wilson Award 


President Truman has been so much criticized 
of late for almost anything and everything that 
it is good to learn he will receive the Woodrow 
Wilson award. Made public on the ninety-fourth 
anniversary of the birth of the great leader of 
free peoples in World War I, the announcement 
said that the award to Mr. Truman is “in recog- 
nition of his wisdom, courage and leadership in 
strengthening the United Nations as an effective 
instrument of world law.” 

The choice of the President for this award 
serves an excellent purpose. It is a reminder, 
in a time when there is widespread regret at 
the course of the war in Korea, that the decision 
to support the South Korean Republic last June 
brought new life to the U.N. Had the Red 
crossing of the thirty-eighth parallel been ig- 
nored by the United States and by U.N., a new 
precedent for yielding before dictatorial aggres- 
sion would have been set. Korea would have 
been added to the long pre-Wcrlid War II list 
which includes Manchuria, Ethiopia, Spain, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria. 

The plight of the free nations is far from a 
happy one, but it would be much worse had the 
decision to stand against aggression not been 
made six months ago. The Woodrow Wilson 
award to Harry S. Truman should help bring 
that thought home to those who may be tempted 
by Herbert Hoover’s concept of an American 
“Gibraltar.” 
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Max Beckmann 


Though he spent slightly less than two years 
in St. Louis, Max Beckmann exercised a far- 
reaching influence on the artistic life of this 
community. 

For one thing his engagement at Washington 
University as teacher of fourth year painting 
was an acknowledgment toethe world that art 
had become a subject of first importance to the 
university both as a professional subject and a 
part of the humanities. Beckmann’s reputation 
was world wide. His paintings were a challenge 
and a stimulus even to those who could not ap- 
prove his style. His presence in the city, aside 
from its practical, direct effects, conferred pres- 
tige on the whole community. 

Like many another artist and intellectual, Beck- 
mann fled to this country from Eurepean oppres- 
sion—in this case the Nazi scourge. It was to 
our credit and advantage that we made a place 
for him in American life. 
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Tensions in the Middle East 


To add to the pains of the Western diplomats, 
the Middle East is beginning to throb with the 
preliminaries of a whole series of headaches. 
Egypt is clamoring for the Suez and the Sudan. 
Iraq declares its treaty with Lofdon is out- 
moded. Iran has made a business deal with 
Russia and seems to be cooling toward the West. 
In fact, only Turkey is standing fast as a friend 
and working partner in the combination against 
Communist expansionism. 

Arab nationalism is one of the causes of this 
stirring. “Bidding Britain defiance has always 
been good for a quick cheer, if an ill considered 
one, on the Levantine hustings. And it helps to 
draw attention away from scandals at home—as 


to see it go to their enemies. This is why diplo- 
matic negotiations, especially between London 
and Cairo, are so important these days. And 
this is why signs of an improvement in Egyptian- 
British relations are so welcome. 

The one thing which would do more than any- 
thing else to settle matters would be a very sub- 
stantial and very obvious increase in the armed 
strength of the West. That would really im- 
press the Middle East. 
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A Precious Asset 


How best to use America’s manpower and 
womanpower in the struggle to preserve free- 
dom is a subject which will be occupying the 
attention of Senator Lyndon Johnson's investi- 
gating committee early in the new Congress. 
It is a problem which needs to be tackled 
straight-forwardly, and without the hesitations 
and procrastinations which have characterized 
the Administration’s handling thus far of finan- 
cial and economic and supply ‘problems. 


For the dribs and drabs approach, taking what- 


men can be grabbed for an immediate need 
without regard for over-all and long-term re- 
quirements, is unnecessarily wasteful at best, 
and can be disastrous. It may be good enough 
for a relativély short, all-out war, but it is not 
good enough for the long indefinite struggle 
which apparently lies ahead of us. 

Particularly is this true in the field of science. 
Atomic Energy Commissioner Henry D. Smyth 
did not overstate the case when he told the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science that “men of science have become a 
Major war asset, tools needed for the preserva- 
tion of our freedom.” 

There are not nearly enough scientists to go 
around in’ this technological age, and those 
which this country, now has cannot be wasted. 
If this struggle is to go for 10 or 20 or 30 years, 
and we should plan for that possibility, then we 
cannot afford to squander able scientists in 
military boondoggles, or in non-essential civilian 
work or in non-scientific work. They must staff 
laboratories engaged in purely military work, 
but there must also be enough left over to carry 
out the basic research which, will strengthen us. 
And there must also be enough left over to edu- 
cate the future scientists the nation so desper- 
ately needs. 

Consequently, Dr. Smyth was wholly correct 
when he said that mere draft deferment of 
bright scientists and bright students is not suffi- 
cient. There must be direction to channel them 
into the places where they are most needed. 

His proposal for a civilian scientific man- 
power board which would have power to direct 
a scientist or a student into a job, a classroom or 
into the armed forces deserves the most careful 
consideration. The armed forces cannot be al- 
lowed sole voice in picking whomever they want 
for any job some military leader might consider 
important. 

Nor can the armed forces, or local draft 
boards without a thorough comprehension of the 
national need, be allowed sole voice in deciding 
who is to fire a bullet, and who a neutron. In 
anything approaching protracted general mobili- 
zation, citizens in laboratories, factories and on 
farms will be just as essential to the nation’s 
defense as citizens in uniform. 
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What Do They Know About Ham? 


We reprint today two editorials about ham. 
One is from the Richmond Times-Dispatch. The 
other from the Louisville Courier-Journal. Ordi- 
narily we try to keep misinformation out of our 
Mirror of Public Opinion, but today we delib- 
erately put it in. We are confident that our 
readers can discern plain error on the subject 
of ham when they come Up smack against it. 

Argument with the editors of Richmond and 
Louisville is wholly unnecessary. We shall call 
up only two witnesses, hog experts named 
Charles Wayland Towne and Edward Norris 
Wentworth, whg recently wrote the most thor- 
ough study of ham, pork, sausage, bacon, head- 
cheese and pigsfeet yet produced. Issued by 
the scholarly University of Oklahoma Press, 
their work is titled, “Pigs from Cave to Corn 
Belt.” 

There are, so far as we can discover, only two 
references to Virginia in this most authoritative 
work. The first speaks of “swine” in Virginia 
in 1627. The second brings the narrative down 
to the “12 months ending in February, 1744.” 
After that, complete blackout. Perhaps no more 
pigs were raised in Virginia after that date. In 
any case, it seems altogether probable that the 
authors had Virginia in mind for the “cave” in 
their title, just as Missouri obviously is the 
heart of the “corn belt.” 

As for Editor Virginius Dabney’s statement 
that “Virginia ham” is in Webster, so it is. But 
why did not the Richmond editor also quote the 
definition? On page 2848 of our Webster we 
find it defined as “ham from a razorback hog.” 

With that we would rest except for one thing. 
This is the base slur against one of the finest 
towns in this state, yes, in the whole nation. 
“Some place called Boonville, Mo.,” indeed! If 
Richmond does not know about Boonville that is 
Richmond’s loss and shows how little stock can 
be put in its assertions about ham. But Boon- 
ville needs no defense from us. At this point 
we toss the ball to Editor Melton of the Cooper 
County Record. Did we say “ball”? We meant 
to say, toss the sweet Missouri ham bone. 
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Loan Curtailment at Last 

Five weeks agoyewhen the Federal Reserve 
Board renewed its appeal for voluntary curtail- 
ment of bank loans, we suggested that here as in 
other sectors of the economy self-restraint could 
not be relied upon. 

A bank is in business to make money, and it 
makes money by making loans. So long as 2

all banks are likely to keep increasing their 
loans, and so increasing the money supply, and 
20 adding to inflationary pressures. 

The Federal Reserve Board, apparently find- 
ing that its last warning produced little effect, 
has now done what should have been done many 
weeks ago. It has increased the reserve re- 
quirements for member banks and thereby cut 
down the volume of potential loans which the 
banks can grant. % 

The restriction is relatively mild, and ought 
not to interfere with the main body of loans 
needed to finance a greater volume of business. 
But it should cut down some of the marginal 
loans and put something of a damper on the 
credit expansion which has helped to fuel 
inflation. — 

With consumer credit restricted and home 
building credit restricted it was inevitable that 


bank credit would also have to be curtailed. :

An Associated Press dispatch from some 
place called Boonville, Mo., reveals that 
President Truman’s Christmas menu in- 
cluded a prize Missouri ham given him by 
a restaurant man of that town.

The United States’ best weapon 
against Communist agitation in 
Latin America again is seen as 
the weapon of truth—truth but- 
tressed by positive aid and acts 
of friendship.

UNITED STATES RESPON- 
SIBILITY 

At this critical moment heavy 
responsibility fell upon the United 
States. We were still a relatively 
young nation; had not been deva- 
stated by war, and were on that 
account less susceptible than 
others tothe poison that the Com- 
munist party distills. We, if any, 
could perhaps demonstrate the 
faith and works needed to rally 
men to the cause of human free- 
dom. 

The whole world watched to 
see. If, at that juncture, we had 
sought only to save ourselves 
that would have been public con- 
fession that the Communists were 
right in the judgment that the | 


West had rotted The tide of | 
Communism would have rolled | 
on irresistibly and we would have 
been encircled, isolated and final- 
ly engulfed. Only as we sought 
to help others could we save 
ourselves. | 
Our people responded to that | 
challenge by a five-year record of 
which we can be proud. 
Consider these deeds: 

1. We showed, by example 
within our own country, that 
social justice could be had 
without traveling the Commu- 
nist road of violent revolution 
and materialism. Through grad- 
uated income and estate taxes, 
and social security and pension 
plans, our capitalistic society 
has come to approach more 
nearly than the Communist 
world, the ideal of production 
according to ability and distri- 
bution according to need. 

2. Within five years the co- 
lonial system, which had be- 
come a festering sore, has been 
subjected to orderly liquidation. 
Over 750 million people have 
peacefully won political inde- 
pendence. Great Britain, as the 
principal colonial power, took 

the lead. Our own direct na- 
’ tional contribution has been the 
granting of freedom to the Phil- 
ippines and the discrediting of 
racial discrimination here at 
home. But in many other ways, 
we have exerted a powerful in- 
fluence in this whole great 
process of building between 
men of different races, creeds 
and colors a new relationship 
of partnership and of equality. 

3. Since the end of World 
War II we have provided, in 
loans and grants, over 40 bil- 
lion dollars for the relief of 
other people and the recon- 
struction of other lands, there- 
by practicing the great com- 
mandment that the strong 
ought to bear the infirmities

Under our political sys- 
tem that is a special responsi- 
bility of the opposition party. 
But surmounting whatever 


may have been the faults and 


inadequacies of leadership, the 
dceds of our people over the 
past five years emerge as a 
testimonial to greatness and to 
achievement. 

THE “COLD WAR” THWARTED. 

A year-ago, on Jan. 1, 1950, 
Izvestia’s leading editorial wel- 
comed the new year with these 
words: 

“Around the U.S.S.R._ the 
camp of the fighters for peace, 
democracy, and _ socialism is 
growing and becoming stronger. 


“The forces of this camp are 
multiplying day by day. The 
camp of democracy and social- 
includes the great 
Soviet Union, democratic Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, 
Romania, Hungary, Albania, 
North Korea, the Mongol Peo- 
ple’s Republic, the Chinese 
People’s Republic, the German 
Democratic Republic.” 

And the editorial concluded: 


“Communism is conquering, 
Communism will triumph!” 

I do not know what Irvestia 
will say next Monday in greet- 
I do know that, 
whereas between 1945 and 1950 
it was boasting new conquests 
at the average rate of over two 
nations a year, there are, this 
year, no new names of which to 
boast. That means that the 
free world has found the way 
to slow down Soviet Communist 
expansion by methods short of 
open war That is no mean ac- 
complishment. 


Communism pitted its youth 
against what it thought was our 
decrepitude; its universal creed 
against what it thought was our 
isolationism: its revolutionary 
practices against what it thought 
was ourtatic mood. It found, to 
its dismay, a people who, when 
under pressure, did not decom- 
pose into factionalism and frustra- 
tion. Unitedly, and with unpar- 
tisan and bi-partisan leadership, 
they joined in an outpouring of 
compassion, fellowship and mate- 
rial succor such as history has 
never before recorded. There is 
scarcely a man, woman or child 
in the United States who has not 
consciously made some sacrifice. 
out of the highest motives of 
which human beings are capable. 
In the process they have ennobled 
their own characte?, have given 
new hope and courage to millions 
elsewhere and have discomfited 
the leaders of Soviet Communism. 

That is not a performance to be 
belittled: nor is the mood one to 
be reversed. 

We can rejoice in the renewal 


But risk is not the same as 
certainty. Just as we _ sur- 
mounted, in recent years, the 
primary peril of inner decay, 
so, in the year ahead, we must 
seek to surmount also the peril 
of full-scale foreign war. Our 
search must be for effective de- 
terrents to Russian armed ag- 
gression. 

The free world starts out with 
certain assets which, I think we 
would all agree, are capable af 
being developed into deterrents 
of a general war of Russian orl- 
gin. Since moral factors do not 
weigh heavily in the Russian 
scale, we are forced to think 
somewhat in material terms. 

OUR INDUSTRIAL 
SUPERIORITY 
Our inventive, resourceful and 


free society has given industrial | 


productivity far greater than that 
of Russia. In terms of steel, alu- 
minum, electric power and oil, the 
United States has a superiority 
of 3 or 4 to 1 over Russia. That 
ratio of superiority would not, of 
course, hold if Russia could take 
the industrial power of the Ruhr 
and Western Europe and the oil 
of the Middle East. So long as 
there are impediments to that, 
the free world has an economic 
power which operates as a major 
deterrent to open Russian aggres- 
sion, particularly if we also have 


the will to forego some of our) 


pleasures and put our economic 
machine into creating weapons on 
a mass production basis. 
RUSSIAN INTERNAL 
VULNERABILITY 
Already, within the captive 
world, there are grave internal 
weaknesses and these could be 
exploited by skillful opponents. 
Despotism, when looked a* from 
without usually looks solid and 
formidable, whereas free socie- 
ties look divided and weak. Ac- 
tually, that is an optical illusion. 
The reality is just the opposite. 
Take Russia. Out of its 200,- 
000,000 people, only about 6,- 
000,000, or 3 per cent are mem- 
bers of the ruling Communist 
party. The political prisoners 
number from 10 to 15 million, 
or twice the total of the mem- 
bership of the party. The party 
itself is shot through with dis- 
trust and suspicion and there 
are periodic purges as between 
party factions. No one, even in 
high authority, feels personally 
safe. In the case of the satellite 
countries, the situation is even 


more. precarious. For example, 


there is much unrest on the 
China mainland, and in Poland 
and Czechoslovakia the people 
are forced to accept officials 
of Russian nationality because 
no trustworthy persons can be 
found at home. 

When a few men rule despot- 
ically 800 million, that is bound 
to a vulnerable position. 
Many of the 800 million are 
sure to be sullen, resentful and 
eager for change. Most of the 
others will have been so beaten 
into submissiveness by the 
harsh discipline of the police 
state that they have lost all 
sense of persona. responsibility 
and could not respond to the 
meeds which war disruptions 
would impose.

A United States which could 
be an inactive spectator while 
the barbarians overran and 
desecrated the cradle of our 
Christian civilization would not 
be the kind of a United States 
which could defend itself. 


DETERRENT OF RETALIATORY 
POWER 


Fortunately, we do not have to 
choose between two disastrous al-. 
ternatives. It is not necessary 
either to spread our strength all 
around the world in futile at- 
tempts to create everywhere a 
static defense, nor need we crawl 
back into our own hole in the 
vain hope of defending ourselves 
against all the rest of the world. 
We are not bankrupt in resource- 
fulness. 

Around the rim of the cap- 
tive world the free world can 
create enough economic and 
political vigor, enough military 
strength and enough will to re- 
sist so that these areas cannot 
be cheaply conquered by sub- 
versive methods, by trumped 
up “civil wars” or even by sat- 
ellite attacks. 

If the Soviet Union itself de- 
cides on open aggressive war, 
there is only one effective de- 
fense, for us and for others. 
That is the capacity to counter- 
attack. That is the ultimate 
deterrent. 

When I was in the Senate, 
working for the ratification of 
the North Atlantic Pact, I took 
the position that it did not com- 
mit the United States to the 
land defense of any particular 
area; it did commit us to ac- 
tion, but action of our own 
choosing rather than action 
that an aggressor could dictate 
to us. 

In Korea, the United Nations

In such ways the idea of col- 


lective security can be given 
sensible and effective content. 


We cannot be sure that any- 
thing we now do will, in fact, 
prevent the awful catastrophe 
of a third World War. The 
final decision will be made in 
the Kremlin. Perhaps it has 
been made already. That we 
cannot know. We face a period 
that is bound to be one of grave 
anxiety. But so long as the die 
has not been irrevocably cast 
for war, we must assume that 
righteous peace may yet be pos- 
sible; and we must work with 
all the power that lies within 
us to achieve that peace. 


It is not pleasant, at this holi- 
day season, to talk about instru- 
ments of death. But events in 
Korea have shown that peace 
is not to be found in an unbal- 
ance’ of military power. To 
correct that balance is a grim 
necessity. But it is a necessity 
which also requires that we be 
vigilant to preserve and not re- 
lax the moral safeguards with 
which military power needs al- 
ways to be surrounded. 


We can rejoice that the United 


Nations fortes in Asia and the 
North Atlantic forces in Europe 
are under the command of two 
men, Gen. MacArthur and Gen. 
Eisenhower, who have demonstrat-

SYMPHONY SOLOIST 


Czechoslovakian Pianist Plays 
Brahms Concerto in First 
Appearance Here. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The St. Louis Symphony Soci- 
ety presented Rudolf Firkusny, 
the Czechoslovakian pianist, as 
soloist at yesterday afternoon's 
concert in Kiel Auditorium. It 
was Firkusny’s first appearance 
in St. Louis and he played, in 
collaboration with the orchestra 
under Vladimir Golschmann, one 
of the most ungrateful concertos 
in the pianistic repertory. This 
was the Brahms D Minor, a work 


which has proved to be something 
of a booby-trap to the artists who 
have grappled with it here the 
last 20 years. 
Firkusny tackled it boldly and 
though he didn’t eliminate its fre- 
quent muddy passages and other 
gaucheries he promoted its vir- 
tues so skillfully that the listener 
was left with an over-all feeling 
of having received a strong and 
poetic communication. The solo- 
ist had at all times the tone, the 
sensitivity and the technical com- 
mand for its two main charac- 
teristics — its portentous heroic 
posture and its reflective lyricism. 

Feeling of Continuity. 
His firm projection of recur- 
ring rhythmic patterns in the 
first and third movements estab- 
lished a feeling of continuity that 
made each of the two sound inte- 
grated. Indeed, this stubborn 
enunciation of the rhythms was 
undoubtedly what enabled him to 
maintain the big line. At the 
same time he did full justice to 
the inner details, articulating 
each note without letting them 
pile up into blurred noises. 
The romantic import of the 
slow movement was conveyed 
simply. Close shading in time 
values and in volume gave its 
somewhat Chopinesque lyricism 
all of the expressiveness that it 
needed, but with a certain reti- 
cence that made it all the more 
effective. In short, Firkusny 
gave a performance that solved 
all the technical difficulties of 
the score with an artistic result 
that was responsive, generally 
and particularly, to its special 
character. As anencore he played 
the Brahms intermezzo in C 
major. The orchestral perform- 
ance was in kind. 

Orchestral Numbers. 

The orchestra under Conductor 
Golschmann also played Smeta- 
na’s “Bartered Bride” overture 
with notable verve and precision, 
The pianissimo string passages 
were extraordinarily well con- 
trolled; the dynamic contrasts 
and fast, sure-fotted pace made 
the whole thing an exciting dem- 
onstration of bravura playing. 

Both the orchestra and the 
whole corps of soloists beginning 
with Concertmaster Farbman de- 
serve an emphatic A-plus for 
their rich-sounding, alert and 
transparent performance of Rim- 
sky-Korsakoff’s picture-book nar- 
rative “Scheherazade.” The pro- 
gram will be repeated tonight. 

As a prelude to the listed pro- 
gram the orchestra played Bach’s 
‘“Komm Susser Tod” in memory 
of Archie Lee, one of the direc 
tors of the Symphony Society.

Doubt Now Removed. 

“If there was ever any doubt 
that the Communist imperialists 
were prepared to use armed force 
ot secure their ends, there is no 
reason for doubt any more,” Rusk 
said. “If there ever was any doubt 
that Communist talk of peace was 
a mask for their aggressive plans, 
that doubt was banished when the 
Chinese Communists, faithfully 
echoing the voice of their mas- 
ters, rejected the peace appeal of 
the 13 Asian and Arab nations 
with outspoken contempt.” 

Recounting the _ traditional 
American friendship for China, 
Rusk said the situation facing this 
country at year’s end nevertheless 
“in the final analysis rests upon 
the fact that, if the Chinese Com- 
munist regime desires peace with 
the rest of the world and is pri- 
marily concerned with the wel- 
fare of China and not with the 
advancement of Bolshevik inter- 
ests or the extension of control 
over neighboring countries, then 
specific problems at issue will 
fall naturally into perspective 
and can be solved by peaceful 
means.” , 

Americans Badly Treated. 

But if this is not the desire of 
th. Chinese Communists, he con- 
tined, attempts to solve specific 
issues will be futile. He noted 
that from the time the Commu- 
nists moved from subversion to 
“open conquest” of China, Amer- 
icans have been singled out by 
Communists for “outrageous 
treat” to drive them out. 

“The reasons are simple,” he 
said. “We believe in the political 
integrity of China. They seem 
willing to dismember China to 
suit the Kremlin’s interests. We 
believe in freedom.- They have 
brought tyranny. And the seeds 
of freedom in their midst were 

more than they could tolerate, 
Unavoidable Choice. 

“The plain fact is that, given 
Chinese Communist intentions as 
now revealed,” Rusk said, “the 
danger of the present serious 
situation could have been avoided 
only by submission to aggression 
—but that would produce even 
greater dangers to the rest of the 
world. It could not have been 
avoided by any action on the part 
of the United Nations or the 
United States short of acquiscence 
in the elimination of the Repub- 
lic of Korea. That would have 
destroyed finally the principle of 
collective security and would have 
left the United Nations mori- 
ae 

“As President Truman said 
after his conferences with Prime 
Minister Attlee of Great Britain, 


we have no intention of getting | 


out of Korea. We put our forces 
in Korea in support of the U.N. 
Security Council resolutions. 
Their mission has not changed. 
We will not get out voluntarily.” 


RED CHINA TO TAKE OVER

HONG KONG, Dec. 30 ‘AP)—

defrosters and heaters, gas tank 
caps, mirrors and brackets. 

Also on the forbidden list are 
copper door hinges, house num- 
bers, clothes hangers, cabinet and 
furniture hardware, drains and 
downspouts, radiator covers, roof- 
ing, shower parts, towel bars, 
weather stripping, and windows. 


Copper in Jewelry Barred. 


Use of copper in virtually all 
dress and clothing accessories, 
even to snaps and hooks and eyes, 


in costume jewelry, ash trays and 
humidors, fireplace fixtures, trunk 
and luggage hardware, automatic 
pencils, clock cases, umbrellas, 
and tableware. 

In the field of consumer dur- 
able goods, the only permitted 
use of copper will be as an elec- 
trical conductor or working parts 
in such household items as wash- 
ing machines, vacuum cleaners, 
refrigerators, floor polishers, food 
mixers, toasters, hair driers, elec- 
tric irons and electric razors. 

Harrison emphasized that the 
order does not forbid the manu- 
facture of the articles themselves. 

“In many cases manufacturers 
will be able to use substitute ma- 
terials,” his announcement said. 

To permit industry to adjust 
itself to the use of substitute 
metals or plastic, or to change 
products so that copper and brass 
are eliminated, NPA ruled that 
the affected items may be com- 
pleted and sold up until April 30, 
if they are in process of manu- 
facture on or before March 1. 

Come Complaints Over Order. 

Some smaller manufacturers of 
household items have complained 
in advance—while the order was 
under consideration—that they 
would virtually be put out of 
business because substitution is 
next to impossible in their lines. 

Harrison noted that the order 
provides for appeals, adjustments 
and exceptions in cases of ‘“un- 
due hardship.” 

Regarding the cobalt order, sev- 
eral Government officials and in- 
dustry representatives expressed 
belief the order pushed color tele- 
vision further back on the shelf. 
Color operations, they said, have 
already been postponed, probably 
for a long time, by pending litiga- 
tion and the general economic 
situation.

But they would rather en- 
dure every privation of cold 
and hunger, even death, within 
the perimeter of United Na- 
tions forces than to stay in 
their homes and risk being sur- 
rounded by this unseen new 
foe. 

This is the greatest testament 
thus far by the Korean people 
to the democratic principles be- 
hind the war. For among the 
most determined to go have 
been those who stayed in Seoul 
last summer and _é suffered 
through the Red Korean occu- 
pation. 

They have no heart to chance 
the possibility of this happen- 
ing again. 

If you could be here on this 
day between Christmas and the 
New Year and see the railway 
yards of Yongdong I think the 
sight would never leave your 
mind. 

15,000 Crowded Together. 

In an area perhaps 100 yards 
wide and half a mile or so long 
are crowded 15,000 to 20,000 
frightened people. They want to 
get away from the danger of war, 
and they came here because they 
didn’t know a better way to get 
away. 

There is a better way. There 
is a wartime black market in 
escape, just as there always is 
a black market in fine foods 
and liquor. But it takes money. 

The best way is to buy a 
closed automobile and drive in 
comfort 300 miles south to the 
port of Pusan. But only the 
very wealthy can do that. The 
next best way is to rent a truck 
for the trip. You can load it 
with as many persons and 
bundles as the axles will bear. 
In the last few weeks many a 
Korean family has stripped itself 
bare of belongings, selling them 
at a sacrifice on the black market 


on another black market. 

But when an estimated 1,000,- 
000 civilians are trying to leave 
a city of 1,500,000, there are 
hundreds of thousands who don't 
have the financial resources to 
get out in these ways. 

What else can they do? 

Possible Alternatives. 

There is no extensive civilian 
passenger rail service south. But 
they can try to smuggle or buy 
their way aboard troop or Gov- 
jernment trains. They can beg 
kind-hearted Americans to get 
them south on military trucks or 
other vehicles going that way. 
Some undoubtedly have procured 
rides that way, by paying a price. 
The black market reaches all 
nationalities in a wartime emer- 
gency. 

For most of the population, 
however, there are only two 
hard choices: Go out and walk 
down the freezing road, or come 
here to Yongdong junction and 
clamber aboard a freight train. 

The roads are a sad and bit- 
ter sight. Military police have 
to turn refugees off the main 
highways as much as possible, 
to keep these arterials clear. 
Otherwise the weary, stumbling 
people and broken-down oxcarts 
would clog the roads beyond 
use for fighting the war. 

But this railway junction is the 
| saddest sight of all. Here the 
misery is massed and concen- 
trated. They climb over the trains 
in such numbers that the outlines 
of boxcars and flatcars disappear 
entirely, : 
| They camp for days outside the 
|yard, waiting to get in. Once in- 
side they cannot be driven away. 
'They climb on any chain of box- 
| cars, refusing to believe guards 
| who tell them the train isn’t going 
| south,

TO CHINESE REDS 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Dec. 30 
(AP)—With direct cease-fire nego- 
tiations apparently abandoned, a 


group of Asian-Arab nations today 


pushed a plan to tempt Commuvu- 
nist China to withdraw from 
Korea by promising it a political 
settlement of Far Eastern prob- 
lems.

Nations 
membership, withdrawal of U.N.

India’s Sir Benegal N. Rau, 
leader of mediation efforts, has 
summoned representatives of the 
11 other countries to meet-at his 
apartment in New York tonight, 
apparently to try to find a for- 
mula mutually acceptable to the 
United States and the Chinese 
Reds. Most observers feel this is 
a virtually impossible task.

VIETMINH REDS REPULSED

EOPLE who are dependent and 

are not fully able to defend 

their own interests are always 
an invitation to exploitation. Bven 
in our own democracy we cannot 
deny that this has been so. That 
is why most of us hope that the 
day will come when all American 
Indians will be sufficiently well 
educated to be allowed to enter 
into the stream of American life 
as citizens and to take care of 
their own business. That day, how- 
ever, does not seem to be very 
close at hand. Education has been 
woefully bad where our American 
Indians are concerned, and, as 
yet, they are far from being able 
to look after their own affairs. 

It igs well, therefore, that many 
people are interested in the wel- 
fare of the Indians. Some are in- 
terested in their ‘purély artistic 
contributions, for the Indians 
have many expressions of their 
own art. But, for the most part, 
people are interested in seeing 
the Indians integrated into our 
national life and are working 
toward again making them full 
citizens in this land which once 
belonged to them entirely. 
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I AM QUITE SURE that the 
new commissioner: of the Indian 
Bureau, Dillon S. Myer, whom I 
knew and admired when he was 
in charge of the relocation camps 
during the last war, wants to do 
the best that can be done for the 
Indians. His experience, however, 
has not been long with this par- 
ticular question and he has 
around him men with whom he 
has previously worked on other 
matters. It is possible, therefore, 
that interested people, wanting to 
achieve personal objectives, might 
present Indian affairs to Commis- 
sioner Myer in a somewhat mis- 
leading manner. In fact, certain 
bills which already have been 
presented lead one to feel that 
this may have been so. The fact 
that the Indians have been de- 
prived of their right to choose 
their own counsel, a right which 
they long enjoyed, is a serious in- 


fringement on their liberty. 

In certain states it always has 
been difficult to protect the rights 
of the Indians and the Represent- 
atives from these states quite nat- 
urally think first of the rights, or 
rather the advantages of the other 
citizens of the state. Now it looks 
as though an effort is being made 
to hurry the Indian plan of self- 
development which has been go- 
ing on since 1929, and many fear 
that if the Indian bill presently 
before the Senate is passed the 
Indians and their interests will 
seriously suffer. 
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PERHAPS FT WOULD be well 
for Commissioner Myer to call 
together some of the organiza- 
tions and some of the men in this 
country who have had long expe- 
rience in dealing with our Indian 
minority groups. -_He might be 
able to clear up some of the mis- 
understandings that they have 
about his attitude, and they might 
be able to help him to a clearer 
understanding of the interests of 
the Indians as they see them. 
Many individuals in this country 
have been closely associated with 
the Indian tribes over a long pe- 
riod of years. They have gained 
a knowledge and a feeling for the 
Indians that cannot be gained 
without much study and associa- 
— I think they should be 

eard.

Within the space of a few min- 
utes by the bus you will be able 
to pick up the time from tke 
clock over the railway station. By 
now you will have reached the 
downtown area where you have 
a rich assortment of public time 
pieces.

store windows, offering naval ob- 
servatory time far better than 
your own watch customarily 
gives.
